It  depends 
somewhat  on  seed  and  climate  conditions, 
but  also  largely  upon  the  system  of  farm- 
ing.

Sudan  Grass  is  the  crop.  No  grass  has 
ever  grown  in  popularity  more  rapidly  than 
this.  It  is  in  truth  a miracle  grass  for 
many  sections.  Yards  and  yards  of  articles 
have  been  written  about  this  crop  during 
the  past  few  yeais.  We  have  brought  it  to 
your  attention  at  various  times  ourselves 
so  that  you  probably  are  well  acquainted 
with  the  history  and  merits  of  Sudan  grass. 
It  is  comparatively  a new  crop  in  American 
agriculture  being  brought  to  us  from  the 
African  Sudan  from  which  it  derives  its 
name.  It  was  brought  over  originally  as 
a crop  for  southern  states  for  the  plant 
showed  that  it  could  produce  wonderfully 
heavy  yields  even  under  dry  and  unfavor- 
able conditions  and  the  analysis  showed  its 
feeding  value  to  be  higher  than  that  of 
Timothy.  So  it  was  tried  out  in  the  south 
and  proved  a wonderful  crop  for  that  sec- 
tion. As  the  seed  grew  more  plentiful  it 
was  tried  out  further  north  and  it  has  been 
demonstrated  on  thousands  of  farms  that 
it  is  a crop  that  will  pay  big  returns  in  any 
section  that  can  grow  corn. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT 

Sudan  is  a member  of  the  cane  family 
and  is  supposed  by  some  to  be  the  original 
wild  parent  of  all  canes.  It  hybridizes 
rapidly  with  canes,  kaffirs  and  milos  and 
like  these  crops  it  should  not  be  planted  un- 
til the  ground  is  thoroughly  warm  which  is 
around  corn  planting  time  in  all  sections. 
To  plant  it  when  the  ground  is  cold  will 
result  in  unsatisfactory  germination  and  a 
poor  stand.  The  quicker  growth  and  best 
results  are  obtained  on  a seed  bed  that  has 
been  well  perpared.  It  should  by  all  means 
b®  well  pulverized.  Because  the  plant  has 
a fibrous  root  the  plowing  should  be 
fairly  deep  so  as  to  give  these  fine  root- 
lets an  opportunity  to  work  down  into  the 
soil  instead  of  spreading  out  along  the 
surfr.ce. 


HATE  OF  SEEDING 

The  rate  of  seeding  depends  upon  th* 
method  used.  Some  drill  the  Sudan  in  row* 
about  thirty-six  inches  apart  and  cultivate 
it.  This  method  is  used  chiefly  when  the 
crop  is  grown  for  seed  production  or  when 
the  supply  of  moisture  is  very  limited.  Onlj 
four  to  six  pounds  of  seed  per  acre  are  re 
quested  for  this  method.  When  broadcast 
ing  for  hay  production  twenty  pounds  per 
acre  are  sow?i  while  twenty-five  pounds  wili 
make  the  stems  and  leaves  still  finer.  Tb* 
yields  of  hay  range  according  to  soil  ano 
climate  conditions  from  two  to  eight  ton* 
per  acre  and  the  seed  production  has  run 
up  to  2250  pounds  per  acre.  It  is  unqe» 
tionably  a profitable  crop  to  grow.

SOY  BEANS  AND  COW  PEAS 


Soy  Beans  and  cow  peas  make  an  ideal 
combination  for  planting  together  as  the 
soy  beans  will  grow  tall  and  support  the 
cowpeas  as  they  are  of  a vining  nature. 
Care  should  be  taken  however  in  planting  to 
see  that  varieties  are  selected  which  have 
about  the  same  maturity  or  your  crop  can- 
not be  harvested  satisfactorily.  In  sowing 
these  two  crops  together  you  should  sow 
one  bushel  of  soy  beans  to  one-half  bushel 
of  cowpeas  to  the  acre  in  order  to  insure 
the  vines  having  plenty  of  support  sown 
broadcast,  but  if  planted  in  three  feet  rows 
one-half  of  each  is  sufficient. 

The  proper  time  of  cutting  for  a hay 
crop  is  when  the  soy  bean  seed  is  about 
full  grown  and  the  first  pods  of  the  eow 
peas  are  ripe. 

SOY  BEANS  AND  CORN 

Soy  beans  are;  grown  with  corn  more 
>ften  than  with  any  other  crop.  They  may 
be  planted  in  the  same  hills  with  the  corn, 
in  alternate  hills  or  in  alternate  rows  but 
is  seldom  broadcasted  unless  they  are  sown 
at  the  last  plowing  for  hog  pasture  or  soil 
improvement.  When  grown  with  corn  soy 
beans  may  be  pastured  or  used  for  a hay 
crop. 

HARVESTING  THS  CROP 

When  soy  beans  are  planted  alone  they 
should  be  cut  when  about  three-fourth  of 
the  leaves  have  fallen  and  most  of  the  pods 
turned  color.  Should  the  plant  become  too 
ripe  the  pods  will  open  and  the  seed  fall 
ou»t.  This  is  the  method  used  when  not  us- 
ing a special  bean  harvester,  but  if  you 
use  a special  bean  harvester  the  beans 
should  reach  maturity.  After  being  cut  and 
bound  they  should  be  shocked  so  that  the 
Dods  will  not  touch  the  ground. 

An  ordinary  Thresher  will  do  very  well  in 
threshing  out  the  beans  if  care  is  taken  so 
that  the.  beans  will  not  be  split  too  badly. 


BEAN  STRAW  VALUABLE  FEED 

The  straw  of  the  soy  bean  is  a very  valu- 
able feed  for  all  kinds  of  stock  whether  fed 
in  the  field  or  in  the  barn  as  it  is  rich  in 
protein.

COW  PEAS  WITH  OATS  FOR  HAY 

If  you  lose  y*.ur  clover  and  want  a hay 
crop  to  replace  it,  sow  your  field  to  cow  pea* 
and  oats  early  in  the  spring,  cutting  them 
when  the  oats  are  in  the  milk  and  when  the 
pods  of  the  peas  are  just  forming  and  cur- 
ing them  as  you  would  cure  clover  hay  giv- 
es you  a splendid  substitute  for  clover  hay 
It  is  as  rich  pound  for  pound  as  clover  hay 
and  all  kinds  of  stock  like  it  as  well. 

Most  farmers  however  allow  the  oats  and 
peas  to  ripen  and  then  cut  and  thresh  them, 
feeding  the  straw  in  place  of  hay.  If  you 
wait  until  the  oats  get  nearly  ripe  you  can 
cut  and  shock  them  and  when  properly 
cared  for,  the  oats  and  peas  are  equal  to 
timothy  hay  for  cattle. 

SOW  THEM  SEPARATELY 

The  best  way  to  sow  is  to  put  in  the  con 
peas  about  ten  days  before  you  sow  your 
oats  planting  them  about  two  inches  deep 
then  sow  your  oats  on  top  but  not  so  deep. 
When  the  crop  is  grown  together  this  way 
you  rarely  have  any  trouble  in  harvesting 
the  crop  as  you  can  harvest  with  an  ordi- 
nary self  binder,  binding  them  in  small 
bundles  and  shocking  same  as  small  grain. 

They  should  be  allowed  to  stand  at  least 
a week  or  ten  days  to  let  them  cure  out.

That  brings  us  to  the  point  of  what  this 
Nodule  Germ  is  good  for.
